Sam Hyde and Delbert Clark, two 
electricians for the Indianapolis and 
Cincinnati Traction Company,

ceived painful electrical burns, and 
had a narrow escape from electro­ 
cution late

wire carrying 5.1,000 
volts, 
while- 
working on a pole. 
Both men suffered secondary elec­ 
trical burns, and were injured 
by 
tin* severe shock. Safety belts 1 as- 
tened around their waists, held them 
to the pole, and prevented the bolt 
from knocking them to the ground. 
The accident happened in 
East 
Third street, near the 
mill 
race 
bridge, and cast of 
the 
W illiam 
Bainbridge residence a short 
dis­ 
tance. Mr. Bainbridge, sifting 
window in his home, was the 
eye witness to the 
accident, 
gave the alarm to power house 
ployes across the street. 
The injured men were removed to 
the Dr. Sexton hospital, and

injuries dressed. They were

removed to their homes. Mr. 
Hyde

pole. The next tiling he said he 
no­ 
ticed the man on the south side was 
suspended backward and held 
his 
head downward, as if he had 
heen 
killed, and was hanging

strap. 
The man on the north side of the 
pole appeared to he paralyzed, and 
was unable to loosen his hold. 
ATr. 
Bainbridge 
ran across the 
street, 
and attracted the attention of other 
employes at the power house 
and 
car barns. Tt was necessary to re­ 
lease the men with hooks and a pul­ 
ley.

THE CHRISTMAS SEAL 
A Dream Come True 


A gigantic network of health pro­ 


tection, which includes medical treat­ 
ment for tlx* sick, preventive meas­ 


ures for those in immediate danger 
of disease attack, and 
that 
also 


safeguards the well, 
has 
been 


brought 
into 
existence 
largely 
through the power of a penny stick­ 
er. The American public voluntarily 
contributed about $5,000,000 in 1025 
to keep the scourge tuberculosis from 
its doors— through the sale of 
the 
now universally known 
Christmas 
seal. Hospitals, ^sanatoria, clinics, 
open air schools, precentoria, 
as 
well as a program of public 
health 
education, are able to carry on from 
year to year by means of billions of 
little stamps that decorate 
letters, 
boxes and bundles at holiday time. 
The story of the Christmas seal is 
tlx* story of a dream come true. And 
the name of the man who conceived 
it deserves to be recorded 
among 
the great humanitarians of our age. 
II was in 190.4 that Einar Hoelbell, 
then an obscure postal clerk in Den­ 
mark, hit upon tlx* idea of 
selling 
Christmas stam ps 
to relieve 
tlx* 
suffering of tuberculosis 
patients. 
Copenhagen needed a hospital 
for 
tuberculosis 
children; 
and 
Einar 
Hoelbell was daily cancelling thous­ 
ands of postage stam ps on holiday 
greeting cards. Why. so he reasoned 
should not this flood of mail 
sent 
out in the spirit o f “ peace on earth, 
good will to men” do a triple 
ser- 
vice? Every missive bore a 
postage 


stamp of tribute to tlx* government 
and merry wishes to friends for the 
holidays— could it not also carry a 
much needed Christmas gift to 
the 
sick? He enlisted tlx* cooperation of 
the Danish royal family and of 
in­ 
fluential officials, out of which came, 
in 1904, the first nation-wide tuber­ 
culosis Christmas seal sale. The re­ 
sponse to tlx* appeal was overwhel­ 
ming. In fact, so successful was the 
undertaking 
that other 
European 
countries pseedily adopted tlx* idea, 
aixl within a few years 
Christmas 
seal sales became an 
established 
custom in several countries on 
the 
continent. 


As fa r back as the Civil War, pu­ 
blic spirited citizens in tlx* 
United 
States had sold so-called “ Charity 
S ta m p s” for the relief of the woun­ 
ded soldiers. But after the war they 
were forgotten until they reappeared 
in Europe in various ways. It 
re­ 
mained for Einar Hoelbell, then, to 
utilize the idea a s a permanent me­ 
thod for aiding tuberculosis suffer­ 
ers. 


In 1907, Jacob Hiis, one of Amer­ 
ica’s pioneer social service leaders, 
received a letter from Denmark, his 
mother country, on which he noticed 
a gay little stam p with a 
health 
message. With his characteristic in­ 
terest in social work, he 
inquired 
about it. Hearing the story of its use, 
ho became so enthusiastic over 
this 
novel method of financing a 
public 
health campaign that lie wrote 
an

A ean or two of namel paints, and 
a yard of black pebbled oil (doth will 
supply materials for several useful 
gifts. Son ean make mother a table 
runner or a shelf covering, and oth­ 
er things besides. 


A table runner with scalloped ed­ 
ges is not bard to make. A jelly glass 
can be used for tbe scallops. Trace 
a semi-circle with tbe glass, on tbe 
wrong side of tbe oil cloth, close to 
the edge and cut out tbe 
scallops 
with sharp scissors. Paint a daisy or 
some simple flower in each scollop. 
Ibis will make a very practical gift. 
A shelf runner should be made to 
fit a particular shelf and the scal­ 
lops should run on the side instead 
of the ends. 


The black oil cloth will make 
a 
pretty cover for a cook book, with 
floral decoration. A ease for station­ 
ery can be constructed that will 
be 
durable and verv desirable to 
one 
w ho is traveling. A box of stationery 
will be needed, preferably of stan­ 
dard size, so that once the ease 
is 
emptied, it ean be easily tilled again. 
Tt will be well for the 
child 
to 
make a paper pattern so he 
will 
know exactly what be is to do, when 
be cuts tbe oil cloth. Arrange 
stiff 
boards for tbe backs, and 
bring 


flaps over tbe edges, so that the en­ 
velopes are held on one side and the 
paper on the other. 
And be sure to allow enough space 
n the (*enter of tbe back for 
the 


b i c k n e s s of the envelopes and sta- 
uionery together. This is a point 
a 
child will easily overlook. The flaps 
holding either side do not need 
to 
he deep, because paper and envelops 
must be easily slid out. 
Patterned 
paper or wall 
paper 
can be used to line the case, gluing 
it down neatly over the boards 
to 
hold them in place. The oil 
cloth 
flaps are glued together so that they 
held the envelopes on one side and 
the letter paper on the other. And, 
of course, a pretty design must 
be 
planned for the cover, and be 
all 
painted with enamels. 
In a shop where foreign 
goods 
were received many small boxes a c ­ 
cumulated. These suggested several 
girls. If a box with a lid was found, 
it was sandpapered to take off 
all 
rough edges and 
corners. 
When 
painted and decorated such a 
box 
could be used to bold packs of cards 
cigarettes, or could bo used on 
a 
dresser. 
Several boxes were available that 
had no lids. These were sawed off, 
so that each made a 
small 
tray. 
When sandpapered, painted and de­ 
corated with a neat design, a tray of 
this kind would be 
an 
acceptable 
gift to anyone. 


Tf a child is interested in one who 
is shut in, a number 
of 
pleasant 
gifts can be contrived. A basket of 
home made goodies would seem es­ 
pecially nice, with each article wrap­ 
ped separately. The child could make 
candy and cookies, and tie up 
one 
of mother's small glasses of jelly in 
a bright colored paper. Nuts would 
go in a separate package and one or 
two small amu.sing toys.

THE CHRISTMAS 
SEAL 


(Continued from Page One) 
article for the “ Outlook" describing 
tlie origin and working of the plan. 


Miss Kmilv Bissell, of Delaware, 
ahme among the thousands of the 
"Outlook’s " readers thought of ap­ 
plying tin* ( hristmas seal idea in tin* 
I nited States. Her own 
particular 
problem at the time was to 
raise 
lunds tor a small tuberculosis sana­ 
torium in Delaware. In the sale 
of 


tin* penny stickers sin* saw tin* solu­ 


ti o n of her difficulty. So, in spite of 
discouragements, she 
undertook to 


organize and conduct the first tuber­ 
culosis seal sale ever held in 
this 
country. Her receipts from this ven­ 
ture reached what was then an a- 
mazing total—namely $3,000. 
Miss Bissell was actively interest­ 
ed in the Delaware Red Cross, and 
was also a member of the 
national 
body, The American Red C ro ss. The 
National Tuberculosis 
Association, 
or the National Association for 
the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculo­ 
sis, as it was then called, was but a 
comparatively 
unknown 
organiza­ 
tion. Convinced that Christmas seal 
idea could be extended over the U- 
nited States, she therefore took her 
plan for financing tuberculosis work 
to the Red Cross and persuaded them 
to undertake the first national sale 
of Christmas seals. That was in 1908 
and the sale that year brought 
in 
about $135,000. 
In 1909 it leapt up to 
$200,000, 
and the indications were that 
the 
Chistmas seal would become a per­ 
manent welfare institution. The A- 
merican Red Cross, however, 
was 
not primarily interested in organizing 
tuberculosis work, and so, in 1910, 
it drew up an agreement with 
the 
National ruhereulosis 
Association 
for the further continuance of 
the 
seal sale. The latter was struggling 
organization with limited funds and 
an ambitious program, and the Red 
C ross therefore agreed to give to tin* 
undertaking its name, its 
emblem, 
and sufficient capital for 
financing 
tin* t hristmas seal sale as its share 
in the partnership. 
The 
National 
I uberculosis Association, on the oth­ 
er hand, agreed to organize the sale 
and direct the expenditure of 
the 
funds that would oe realized through 
it. In order to insure tin* Red Cross 
against financial loss, the latter was 
to receive a small percentage of the 
total contributions. All seal sale mo­ 
ney was to In* expended only for an­ 


ti-tuberculosis work to meet local, 
national, and state needs under the 
direction of the National Tuberculo­ 
sis Association. 


This happy partnership 
between 
two of the largest publie welfare or­ 
ganizations in the country lasted for 
ten years. Until 1919 only the scarlet 
emblem of the American Red Cross 
appeared on Christmas seals, but in 
that year both it and the 
double­ 
barred cross, international 
emblem 
of the anti-tuberculosis 
campaign, 
were embodied in the seal. In 
1920, 
the partnership was dissolved and in 
that year the Christmas seal 
ap­ 
peared for the first time with 
only 
a double-barred cross. The 
reason 
for this change was that the Ameri­ 
can Red Sross desired to perpetuate 
its annual Roll Call, begun in 
the 
years of the Great War, and did not 
wish to appeal to the public 
for 
funds twice a 
year. 
Furthermore, 
tlie Christmas seal could now stand 
on its own merits. For, during 
the 
past ten years state and local organ­ 
izations for tuberculosis work had 
come into being all over the country, 
hundreds of hospitals and sanatoria 
for the care of the sick had 
been 
constructed, preventive 
measures 
such as nutrition classes, 
summer 
camps, open air schools, were every­ 
where in operation. The Red Cross 
believed that its foster child, 
the 
( hristmas seal, no longer needed its 
protection. 


Since 1920,-therefore, the Nation­ 
al Association lias been tin* sole pro­ 
prietor of the 
Christmas seal, 
the 
crimson doublebarred cross 
which 
invariably appears on it, marking it 
as the only anti-tuberculosis 
seal. 
There is no longer a Red Cross'seal, 
nor is tlie Red Cross emblem 
any 
longer incorporated in tlx* Christmas 
seal design. The little holiday stick­ 
ers sold all over the United States 
at ( hristmas time are 
tuberculosis 


Christinas esals and bear tlie double­ 
barred cross emblem of tlie tubercu­ 
losis campaign. 
Christmas seals have done much 
more than to raise dollars for 
the 
relief ot active cases -of tuberculo­ 
sis, worth while as this function 
is. 
More powerful has been the stimulus 
to establish new organizations dedi­ 
cated to educational and preventive 
work which, it is hoped, will 
ulti­ 
mately eradicate the white 
plague 
entirely. Through 
these 
activities 
every inhabitant of a 
community 
benefits from the Christmas 
seal 
sale. More than 600 hospitals 
and 
sanatoria have been established in 
the I nited States, 
approximately 
1,000 open air schools are in opera­ 
tion, 11,152 public health nurses are 
working in homes and schools, 
in 
cities and in remote hamlets, to ed­ 
ucate children and adults in disease 
prevention. 
Clinics, 
preventoria, 
child health education, and nutrition 
(•lasses have become routine 
activi­ 
ties in almost every community. The 
institutions that have sprung up as 
the result of the actual work made 
possible by the seal sale are 
alone 
valued at more than $175,000,000. 
Tin* death rate of tuberculosis 
has 
been cut in half in the last twenty 
years, and for this achievement con­ 
siderable credit is due to the annual 
seal sale. 


So that the Christmas seal 
has 
become a sound investment as well 
as a dream come true. To be 
sure, 
to Einar Iloelbell and Emily Bissell 
belongs tlx* credit for tbe beginnings 
of the great work, but every c o n tri­ 
butor who lias purchased a Christ­ 
mas seal has strengthened its poAver. 
Tic not only helps those who aiV ill 
and whose lives are unknown to him, 
he also protects his own health and 
that of his family. Thus, in turn, he 
raises tlx* physical standard of the 
entire nation.

Painted with bright enamel, 
such a box would be very attractive, 
with fruit in an interesting group, 
on its cover, or flowers prettily ar- 
ranged. 


A can or two of name! paints, and 


a yard of black pebbled oil cloth will 
supply materials for several useful 
gifts. Son can make mother a table 
runner or a shelf covering, and oth- 
er things besides. 


A table runner with scalloped ed- 


ges is not hard to make. A jelly glass 
can be used for the scallops. Trace 
a semi-circle with the glass, on the 
wrong side of the oil cloth, close to 
the edge and cut out the 
scallops 


with sharp scissors. Paint a daisy or 
some simple flower in each scollop. 
This will make a very practical gift. 
A shelf runner should be made to 
tit a particular shelf and the scal- 
lops should run on the. side instead 
of the ends. 


The black oil cloth -will make 
a 


pretty eover for a cook book, with 
floral decoration. A case for station- 
ery can be constructed that will be 
durable and verv desirable to 
one 


who is traveling. A box of stationery 
will be needed, preferably of stan- 
dard size, so that once the case is 
emptied, it can be easily filled again. 


It will be well for the 
child 
to 


make a paper pattern so he 
will 


know exactly what he is to do, when 
lie cuts the oil cloth. Arrange stiff 
boards for the backs, and 
bring 


be 
all 


flaps over the edges, so that the en-1 
velopes are held on one side and the 
paper on the other. 


And he sure to allow enough space 


in the center of the back for 
the 


ihiekness of the envelopes and sta- 
tionery together. This is a point a 
child will easily overlook. The flaps 
holding cither .side do not need 
to 


he deep, because paper and envelops 
must be easily slid out. 


Patterned 
paper or wall 
paper 


can l>o used to line the case, gluing 
it down neatly over the hoards 
to 


hold them in place. The oil cloth 
flaps are glued together so that they 
held the envelopes on one side and 
the letter paper on the other. And, 
of course, a pretty design must 
planned for the cover, and he 
painted with enamels. 


In a shop where foreign 
goods

Nuts would 
go in a separate package and one or 
two small amusing toys.

THE CHRISTMAS SEAL 


(Continued from Page One) 


artielevfor the "Outlook" describing 
the origin and working of the plan. 


Miss Emily Rissell, of Delaware, 


alone among the thousands of the 
"Outlook's" readers thought, of ap- 
plying the Christmas seal idea in the 
United States. Her own 
particular 


problem at the time was to 
raise 


funds for a small tuberculosis sana- 
torium in Delaware. In the sale of 
the penny stickers she saw the solu- 
tion of her difficulty. So, in spite of 
discouragements, she undertook to 


organize and conduct the first tuber- 
culosis seal sale ever held in this 
country. Her receipts from this ven- 
ture reached what was then an a- 
maziug total—namely $3,000. 


Miss Bissell was actively interest- 


ed in the Delaware Bed Cross, and 
was also a member of the national 
body, The American Bed Cross. The 
National Tuberculosis 
Association, 


or the National Association'for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculo- 
sis, as it was then called, was but a 
comparatively unknown 
organiza- 


tion. Convinced that Christmas seal 
idea could be extended over the U- 
nited States, she therefore took her 
plan for financing tuberculosis work 
to the Red Cross and persuaded them 
to undertake the first national sale 
of Christmas seals. That was in 1908 
and the sale that year brought in 
.about $135,000. 


In 1909 it leapt up to 
$200,000, 


and the indications were that 
the 


Chistmas seal would become a per- 
manent welfare institution. The A- 
mcrican Red Cross, however, was 
not primarily interested in organizing 
tuberculosis work, and so, in 1910, 
it drew up an agreement with the 
National Tuberculosis 
Association 


for the further continuance of 
the 


seal sale. The .latter was struggling 
organization with limited funds and 
an ambitious program, and the Red 
Cross therefore agreed to give to the 
undertaking its name, its 
emblem, 


and sufficient capital for 
financing 


the Christmas seal sale as its share 
in the partnership. 
The National 


Tuberculosis Association, on the oth- 
er hand, agreed to organize the sale 
find direct the expenditure of 
the 


funds that would be realized through 
it. In order to insure the Red Cross 
against financial loss, the latter was 
to receive a small percentage of the 
total contributions. All seal sale mo- 
7iey was to be expended only for an- 


ti-tuberculosis work to meet local, 
national, and state needs under the 
direction of the National Tuberculo- 
sis Association. 


This happy partnership between 


two of the largest public welfare or- 
ganizations in the country lasted for 
ten years. Until 1919 only the scarlet 
emblem of the American Red Cross 
appeared on Christmas seals, but in 
that year both it and the 
double- 


barred cross, international 
emblem 


of the anti-tuberculosis 
campaign, 


were embodied in the seal. In 
1920, 


the partnership was dissolved and in 
that year the Christmas seal ap- 
peared for the first time with 
only 


a double-barred cross. The reason 
for this change was that the Ameri- 
can R«d Sross desired to perpetuate 
its annual, Boll Call, begun in 
the 


years of the Great War, and did not 
wish to appeal to the public 
for 


funds twice a 
year. 
Furthermore, 


the Christmas seal could now stand 
on its own merits.. For, during the 
past ten years state and local organ- 
izations for tuberculosis work had 
come into being all over the country, 
hundreds of hospitals and sanatoria 
for the care of the sick had been 
constructed, preventive 
measures 


such as nutrition classes, summer 
camps, open air schools, were every- 
where in operation. The Red Cross 
believed that its foster child", 
the 


Christmas seal, no longer needed its 
protection. 
• • 


Since 1920,- therefore, the Nation- 


al Association has been the sole pro- 
prietor of the Christmas seal, 
the 


crimson doublebarred cross 
which 


invariably appears on it, marking it 
as the only anti-tuberculosis seal. 
There is no longer a Red Cross' seal, 
nor is the Red Cross emblem 
any 


longer incorporated in the Christmas 
seal design. The little holiday stick- 
ers sold all over the United States 
at Christmas time are tuberculosis 


Christmas esals and bear the double- 
barred cross emblem .of the tubercu- 
losis campaign. 


Christmas seals have done much 


more than to raise dollars tor 
the 


relief of active cases -of tuberculo- 
sis, worth while as this function is. 
More powerful has been the stimulus 
to establish new organizations dedi- 
cated to educational and preventive 
work which, it is hoped, will ulti- 
mately eradicate the white 
plague 


entirely. Through 
these activities 


every inhabitant of a 
community 


benefits from the Christmas 
seal 


sale. More than 600 hospitals 
and , 


sanatoria have been established in 
the United States, 
approximately 


1,000 open air schools are in opera- 
tion, 11,152 public health nurses are 
working in homes and schools, i;i 
cities and in remote hamlets, to ed- 
ucate children and adults in disease 
prevention. 
Clinics, 
preventoria, 


child health education, and nutrition 
classes have become roiitine activi- 
ties in almost every community. The 
institutions that have sprung up as 
.the result of the actual work made 
possible by the seal sale are 
alone 


valued 'at more than $175,000,000. 
The death rate of tuberculosis has 
been cut in half in the last twenty 
years, and for this achievement con- 
siderable credit is due to the annual 
seal sale. 


So that the Christmas seal 
has 


become a sound investment as well 
as a dream come true. To be sure, 
to Kinar Hoelbell and Emily Bissell 
belongs the credit for the beginnings 
of the great work, but every contri- 
butor who has purchased a Christ- 
mas seal has strengthened its po/wer. 
He not only helps those who are ill 
and whose lives are unknown to'him, 
he also protects his own health and 
that of his family. Thus, in tiirn, he 
raises the physical standard of the 
entire nation.
